MADRID, Feb. 19.—Manuel Ar-

We believe it unquestionable that aviation, though 
but a trifle older than 26 years, has made greater 
progress toward safety than the steam railroad in a 
like period of time. As the prize exhibit, we offer 
the remarkable record of Imperial Airways Limited, 
reviewed last Sunday in the Post-Dispatch, Since 
1924, when it was formed by a consolidation of all 
British air lines, this company has had but four 
serious accidents. It maintains a twice-daily service 
(four times daily in summer) each way between Lon- 
don and Paris, weekly services between London and 
‘Zurich and London and Cologne, and for the past 
year has operated planes on a 5000-mile route between 
England and India. 
From December, 1924, when seven passengers were 
killed at the Croydon airport, four and a half years 
elapsed without fatalities or even injuries. In that 
period the company’s planes flew a distance of 3,400, 
000 miles. Three serious accidents happened in 1929, 
one of which was a marine rather than an air dis- 
aster. The plane in question landed successfully in 
the Gulf of Genoa, and was taken in tow by a tramp 
steamer. The tow line snapped in a storm and the 
steamer could not rescue the plane. Consider these 
impressive figures: In five years and nine months, 
Imperial Airways planes made 26,726 separate flights, 
flew more than 5,457,000 miles and carried 132,633 
passengers, with a casualty record of one passenger 
injured, 18 passengers and six members of crews 
killed. 
This record is explainable pot by any British tech- 
nological superiority in the manyfacture or operation 
of airplanes, but on the ground of cautious manage- 
ment and stringent regulations. Pilots must have 
flown at least 1000 hours and must own a second- 
class navigator’s license. Planes are built according 


NO SECURITY PACTS. | 
Mr. Hoover and his delegation at the disarmament 
conference should be warned against attempting to 
make any political guarantees to either the French 
or the Japanese. The people of the United States will 
not consent to security pacts, nor will the United 
States Senate ratify such treaties. Even to implement

That can be done only by bringing the pact up 
for reconsideration. It is almost certain that there 
would be great opposition to it upon the part of the 
American people, and much stronger arguments 
would have to be made to gain their consent than 
have been advanced at London. To say that Mr. 
Hughes has already made the same suggestion, and 
that Mr. Stimson is for it, is far from sufficient. It 
should be remembered that many eminent Americans 
who were for a League of Nations changed their 
minds about it when the matter came to a test.

Says Our Delegates Are Yes-Men. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch.

Experiments 
with the autogyro indicate that very soon we are 
likely to have a plane which will rise and descend 
perpendicularly, making unnecessary the ground 
speed planes must now genérate to take off and the 
velocity with which they must land. Along with these 
evidences of progress, of course, is constant improve- 
ment of landing fields, refueling, automatic flood 
lighting, weather reporting, radio communication and 
other collateral aviation aids. 

These are some of the answers to the question, 
“Is aviation safe?” If they are not entirely cons 
clusive they at least show that the aviation industry 
is extraordinarily busy at its job, and at any moment 
from the hundreds of experimenial laboratories now 
engaged in the problem may come the factor or set 
of factors which will permit an unequivocal answer, 
“Yes, planes are not only safe, but fool proof.” In the 
meantime, the British have shown us that, at the 
present stage of progress, a large measure of aviation 
safety is already attainable merely by the constant 
exercise of prudence and caution. 
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PUTTING CHRISTOPHER IN CORSICA. 

Canon Castaing of Marseilles is looking for trouble 
when he says that the adventurous yachtsman, Chris- 
topher Columbus. was a Corsican. It is now pretty 
well established that discovering America Was one 
of the popular pastimes of the Old World after Europe 
had got fed up on crusading and was looking for new 
thrills. Every blue-eyed Viking knows that a pro- 
genitor of his was the first to cross the pond, and 
until recently that was a boast which our bona fide 
Nordics could safely make anywhere. But lately 
somebody sorting over the data found unmistakable 
proof that America was originally found: by an Irish- 
man, since which time both Italian and Scandinavian 
claimants usually take a cautious glance around be- 
fore singing their saga. Many of us who are able tc 
consider the matter without racial prejudice still trail 
along with Columbus, who himself supposed that 
Genoa was his old home town.

A Corsican 
would have ripped the necklace off the royal neck, 
pitched the lady and Ferdinand both out the window, 
put a younger brother on the throne and sailed blithe- 
ly away. Any island that produced the Bonaparte 
family could never have mothered a modest spirit 
like the gentle Genoese. But we shall get into no con- 
troversy with Canon Castaing. We prefer to settle 
this question of Christopher’s homeland by introduc- 
ing the Canon to Mussolini. 
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SENATOR SMOOT, PROTECTOR OF MORALS.

TARDIEU'S defeat in the French 

M Chamber was not due to his policy at 
® the London naval conference, and it 

is safest to aSsume that the policy an- 
nounced by him will be the French na- 
tional policy, no matter whether M. Tar- 
dieu succeeds himself or is replaced by 
another. The general position taken by 


M. Tardieu at London was formulated be- 


fore M. Tardieu became Prime Minister, 
and will probably be maintained should he 
fall permanently from power. The essence 
of that policy is a statement by France 
of her “absolute” needs in naval tonnage, 
plus the announcement that these needs 
can be reduced in proportion to the will- 
ingness of the other Powers to make po- 
litical engagements. France has offered 
Britain and America the choice of more 
ships or more pol'tical guarantees. 

There is no reason for ignoring the fact 
that France is in a very strong position. 
Next to the United States she can best 
afford to take on a large building program 
and she is in the mood to take it on. The 
program which M. Tardieu has outlined 
would give France a position in Europe 
which no power in modern, history has 
ever held before. She would have a su- 
preme army, an air force equal at least 
to the greatest, and a navy sufficiently 
powerful to dispute the command of the 
English Channel and of the Mediterranean 
routes. Germany in the years before 1914 
aimed at such a combination of land and 
sea power, but no nation has ever achieved 
it in modern Europe. Always itn the past 
sea power and land power have been sep-

If 
France really means that she will reduce 
armaments as political security increases— 
and this is what she has been saying for 
10 years—then why is if that at the end 
of 10 years France is proposing to increase 
her armaments both absolutely and rela- 
tively ? 


The French answer would presumably 
be that ngither Britain nor America seems 
to consider the political guarantees thus far 
established as cf any real value since they 
are proposing to maintain equal but su- 
preme navies, There is some force in this 
argument, but it is a debating point rather 
than a real point. For it leaves out of ac- 
count the famous thesis, so often expounded 
by the French in other connections, of the 
interdependence of sea, air and land arma- 
ments. France is the only power which 
wishes to combine great power at sea with 
supgemacy on land and in the air. 

It will be worth while to explore the 
problem even if it cannot be settled at this 
conference. The public opinion of the world 
needs to be informed precisely what value 
M. Tardieu puts upon the different forms 
of guarantee to which he alludes.
